JSrom a Speech delivered before the New- 
ork City Temperance Society, during the late 
Anniversaries, by Rev. J. Marsh of Haddam, 
Conn. 

We are not, I trust, of that number who be- 
lieve that at the birth of a child, a mere animal 
comes into existence, or even a rational being, 
whose duration is bounded by a few years.— 
No, Sir, we believe that a spark is then kindled 
by the breath of the Almighty, which will barn 
on forever; that a soul is formed, capable of 
the eternal joys of heaven, or the endiess woes 
of hell. And we do look with intense interest 
upon every thing that aids in forming the char- 
acter of this immortal being. Now, Sirp what 
are the effects of this article against which your 
Society is arrayed? I do not ask upon the so- 
cial affections—we know they are horrible, con- 
verting the kind husband and father into a 
brute and a fiend: but what are its effects upon 
man in relation to his God? Dues it excite in 
him a reverential fear of that great being who 
made him? the love of God? a spirit of pray- 
er? a regard for the Sabbath, and a desire for 
the holiness and blesseduess of heaven? 1 ask 
the question only to elicit a verdict against it. 
Men may ridicule the idea of an influence of 
meats and drinks upon the heart, but facts are 
stubborn things; and facts shew, that nothing 
so speedily and uniformly destroys the soul as 
spirituous liquors. Ordinary fooil and pure 
water strengthen the body, invigorate the mind, 
and enliven the affections ; but this kills the mor- 
al man, obliterates the fear of the Lord, paral- 
yses the conscience, hardens the heart, de- 
stroys the fear of future retribution, makes 
man despise the Bible and the Sabbath, and 
turn an eye of boldest impudence upon the God 
who made him. Sometimes, indeed, as if td 
act out its Worst traits, it makes its mi

200,000 in forty, swept by ardent spirits inté 
the pit of the damned. 

Sir, every distillery, and every draneaep ia 
our land, is a manufactory of infidels. Not 
with more certainty do the ordinary manufac- 
tures of our country produce their legitimate 
results, tian do these establishments et in 
nen a total disbelief of the great sruths @f the 
Bible. ‘The more a man becomes attached to 
his cups, the greater is his hatred of the truth 
that condemus him; and as the heart governs 
the understanding, he is soon persuaded that 


th ible is a forgery, religion a delusion, and 
hella bugbear. Yet, Sir, these distilleries and 


dram shops are owned and conducted in many 
cases by men within the pale of the Christian 
church, and we are told that their business is 
morally right.

The man is 
making infidels. In which apartment, the dis- 
tillery, or the printing-room? To the Christian 
parent I would solemnly appeal on this point— 
which would cause him to shudder most, to 
see a dearly beloved son going daily to the 
printing-room to buy an infidel tract, or to the 
distillery or dram shop to buy a glass of intox- 
icating liquor? Does he say to the printing- 
room? Has he considered the case? ,If that 
beloved son buys the tract he may be con- 
vinced on the face of it of its fulsehood, 
and argument May reclaim him. But let 
him become an infidel through the power of 
rum or brandy, or whisky, and he is lost for- 
ever. His understanding is too besotted to lis- 
ten to argument, and bis sensibilities are too 
dead to awake to his immortal interests. Now, 
Sir, if it is not right, if it is at variance with 
all Christian principle to print and vend infidel 
tracts, is it right, is it consistent with the gos- 
pel, to manufacture and vend an article which 
causeth man to disbelieve the Bible, and flout 

-at God, and press headlong to destruction ?— 
And if distilled liquor will make a man an infi- 
del, is it right, is it safe for a Christian to use 
it, or impart it to others? So far as he uses it 
may it not beget in him a spirit of unbelief, 
make him cold and torpid, or fitful and fiery, a 
drone or a pest in the church; and so far as he 
imparts it to others, may he not be the guilty 
cause of their eternal ruin. 

Mr. President—From the heart rending mor- 
al desolation, of what has been falsely termed 
the prudent use of spirituous liquors, we are, 
blessed be God, in a measure relieved, and are 
now lifting our eyes to contemplate with no 
small gatisfaction and astonishment, a manifest 
connection between entire abstinence and the 
success of the gospel in the salvation of men. 
I say manifest, yes Sir, so manifest already, 
that itis even now matter of surprise and of 
astonishment that we should ever have thought 
of converting the world to God while it was 
the common drink of man. But the very 
churches have been under an awful infatua- 
tion. 

By strong drink the strong man holds his cap- 
tives in peace. No arguments, no mofives 

° drawn from the worth of the soul, the love of 
Christ, the joys of heaven or the woes of hell 
could move them. If in powerful revivals they 
were convinced of sin, they would hang around 
the altar in anxiety, until through exhilaration 
of the cup, they lost their conviction or indul- 

ed a false hope, and returned to vice and ruin. 
Vea, whole communities of prudent drinkers 
and moral worldlings were kept torpid and 
careless, steeled against the arrows of the Al- 
mighty, until the coming of the second death. 
In entire abstinence, the bond ig broken, the 
charm dissolved, the mind goes free, the eye is 
opened to the light of heaven, truth acts upon 
the conscience, man sees clearly his obligations 
to God, the value of the world, and the supe- 
rior value of the immortal soul, the law con- 
vinces of sin, the heart feels, and by the Spirit 
yields to God, and rejoices in the great salva- 
tion. And hence, Sir, reports are coming up 
from the East, and the West, and revivals fol-

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tion. The friends of the cause have in places 
not a few found to their astonishment, that no 
sooner is the Temperance reform established 
and the grog shop removed, than men grow 
serious, and inquire, ‘ What must we do to be 
saved 7” and a hundred and a bundred and fif- 
ty, and some of them reformed drunkards, a 
new thing under the sun, come and sit down 
in the kingdom of God. And one and another 
says, “I bless God for Temperance Societies.” 
‘I was first awakened to a concern for my soul 
in a Temperance meeting.” “1 had tw 
quenched my convictions by ardent spirits, 
should have done so a third time had In 
ly abstained.” But in this there is no 
The philosophy is simple. The vail 
moved, the light shines upon the h 
deeds are reproved, and anxiety follo 
hence the Temperance cause has been 
with singular beauty the Jobn the Baptist of t 
gospel. Yes, Sir, it literally prepares the way 
of the Lord. And it cries aloud, “Ho every 
one that thirsteth, come ye to the waters.” It 
has no hostility to the gospel. It pretends not 
to fit man for heaven. It points him to a high- 
er fountain, to a purer river of water of life, 
ae out of the throne of God and the 
amb, 

I am aware, Sir, that there is an attempt to 
form an alliance with revivals from the other 
side. Many anti-temperance men say, we are 
the revival men. We want revivals, but your 
temperance societies hinder them. We wane 
to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace ; but your temperance societies have sent 
discord through the churches, and set the son 
against the father, and the daughter against 
her mother, and made a man fwes of his own 
household. Anti-temperance revival men! Sir, 
1 would treat the suggestion with any thing 
rather than seriousness were it not made by 
brethren. Not, perbaps, false brethren, but de- 
luded brethren, blinded by appetite. ‘Temper- 
ance societies hinder revivals! As much does a 
faithful ministry, which knocks down all the 
strong holds of sin, and brings the truth to bear 
direct upon the hearts and consciences of men. 
Temperance Societies distarb the peace of 
churches and families! Well, it is time they 
were disturbed if they were drinking themselves 
into the peace which presages destruction.— 
But, Sir, God forbid that in these pentecost 
days we should have any contention with 
brethren in Christ on this subject. Yet I can- 
not see professing Christians pleading for a lit- 
tle intoxicating liquor, and hear their complaints 
and revilings of the Temperance reformation, 
without pitying them from the bottom of my 
soul, and saying, “ Father, forgive them, they 
know not whatthey do.” * * * * * * 

Suppose we had been blessed with these 
great revivals which are now gladdening the 
hearts of God’s people on earth, and swelling 
the songs of heaven, without the Temperance 
reform: suppose that all these converts who 
are flocking to Christ, had come into the king- 
dom of God on the old doctrine of prudent use, 
still thinking morally right to go forth to the 
business of distilling and vending and drinking,

O, Sir, my soul sinks within me at the ee 
Not half the joy filled the heart of Satan 
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in the days of Constantine the world came in- 
to the Church, bringing the principles and 
rites and vices of heathenism, as would now 
have filled it by this spectacle. How soon 
would our churches, now stretching out their 
arms to receive a harvest of souls, bleed at ev- 
ry pore by detections and treacheries and pol- 
lutions. ‘Two thirds of all the excommunica- 
tions from the church of Christ have been from 
intemperance, and strong drink has deadened 
her energies and palsied her charities. But 
they come in, I trust, to a man, renouncing all 
connexion with this kingdom of blood; come 
in on the broad principle of total abstinence, 
freed themselves from the most wily seductions 
dreadful thraldom, and prepared to exert 
nfluence on this subject, which shall be felt 
all future revivals and to the latest genera- 
tions. Now, Sir, I might, and I will congrat- 
ulate the Temperance association on such an 
accession of numbers and strength as it will 
gain from these revivals; but much as I love 
the Temperance association I love the church 
ef Christ more, as the higher temple, in which 
alone man is safe for eternity. How bright 
then the prospects of the church! Whether 
we look at her internal purity and strength, at 
her Bible efforts, or missionary efforts, or edu- 
cation efforts, or tract efforts, how will these 
be sustained and supported and carried forward 
until 
“ One song employ all nations, 
And all cry, ‘Worthy is the Lamb, for he was slain 
for us.’ 





TRAFFIC IN ARDENT SPIRITS. 


From the address of Rev. Dr. Hewitt before 
the N. Y. City Temperance Society, as report- 
ed in the Genius of Temperance. 


The speaker desired to know whether all pro- 
fessors of religion, now engaged in the traffic 
or manufacture of distilled spirits, would not 
feel themselves bound by a sense of Christian 
duty, tv abandon it, if it could be done at a tri- 
fling sacrifice. Aimost to a man, they would 
answer.in the affirmative. The ouly specious 
plea, was the supposed necessity of the case— 
the great sacrifice to be made. The dealers at 
retail, to whom the sacrifice might be compar- 
itively small in amount, were almost universally 
accounted criminal in not making that sacrifice. 
But tlie principle, if correct, would require the 
sacrifice of a large, equally to that of a sinall sum. 
Fifty dollars, to one man, was a greater sacrifice 
than fifty thousand to another. You would 
shudder at the thought of declining the sacrifice 
of six, or twenty, or perhaps a hundred dollars. 
But suppose it is a hundred thousand—or, five 
hundred thousand, all you are worth—how shall 
se make the sacrifice ? ,You admit you would 

criminal in refusing to make a sacrifice of a 
few do! t if any number of dollars are to 
turn the scale, and decide your course of con- 
duct, who is your god ? Is it Mammon, or is it 
Christ? Robert Walpole declared that every 
man had his price. That profligate statesman, 
moving in a corrupt court, found that the vote 
and influence of almost any man might be pur- 
chased at some price. One man, he could pur- 
chase at fifty guineas; another cost bim a thou- 
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sand; another, ten thousand. Some must be 
bought by an earldom ; others, by a bishopric. 
Some men were cheaper. and some were dearer. 
But all were in the market, at some price. 
Robert Walpole, like all others who trafficked 
in the souls of men, learned his ethics and his 
tactics from the arch-fiend, who well knew that 
almost every man has his price; who could com- 
pute the price of even Walpole himself, and 
who once vainly attempted to estimate the price 
of even the Son of God, when he sought to bribe 
him with the offer of all the kingdoms of the 
earth, and the glory of them. «Such a being he 
did not expect to secure at'a meaner = 
though Judas, he knew, could be bought for 
thirty pieces of silver. Christian! What is the 
price of thy soul ? Twenty dollars! Fifty; One 
hundred dollars? Oh! no. You shudder at the 
thought of selling yourself so cheap. What 
then is your price ? Can you sacrifice five hun- 
dred thousand dollars? You hesitate—you can- 
not do it. The bargain then is closed ; and you 
sell your soul for that sum. 





AMERICAN SEAMEN’S FRIEND SOCIETY. 


*This institution held its third anniversary in New- 
York on Monday the 9th inst. Adrian Van Sinder- 
en, Esq. of Brooklyn, in the chair. The meeting 
was opened with prayer by the Rev. Dr. Packard, of 
Massachusetts, after which the annual report was 
read by the Rev. Joshua Leavitt, General Agent of 
the Society, and a letter was communicated from the 
Hon. Smith Thompson, Judge of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, resigning in consequence of the 
pressure of his official duties, the office of President, 
which he had held from the first organization of the 
Society in 1826. In the letter Judge T. expresses 
his confidence in the usefulness of the Society.— 
* From its commencement,” he says, “I hae con- 
sidered it in all its bearings as one of the most im- 
portant and beneficial charities of the day.” 

Addresses were made by Dr. D. M. Reese, of this 
city; Mr. J. Marshall, a merchant of Oswego, N. Y. 
and the Rev. C. P. M'livaine, of Brooklyn, L. 1., 
Corresponding Secretary of the Society. Dr. Reese, 
read the following from the log-book of Capt. Brew- 
er, of the brig Louisia. 


“We left New-York in the brig Louisa, for 
Amsterdam, May 27th, 1830. Believing it to 
be my duty to God and man, to warn sinners 
of their danger; and finding I was responsible 
to God in a great measure for the souls of my 
crew—being perfectly convinced myself, of the 
danger of sin, I resolved, by the help of God, 
to discharge my duty faithfully. 1 therefore 
determined to have Divine worship on board 
my vessel on Sundays, and prayer every eve- 
ning. Two of the sailors were professors of 
religion, and I do believe, sincere Christians. 
We commenced our meetings on Sunday the 
30th ; we read a sermon calculated for the pur- 
pose, and myself and the two men joined in 

rayer. Our meeting was very interesting; all 

ands attended. On Monday we commenced 
our evening meetings. Our chief mate at first 
was much op to it; he supposing that 
once a week was sufficient. However, he at- 
tended out of respect to me ; but blessed be the 
name of God, before the meeting was closed 
he was brought to a deep conviction, and on 
the 14th June, he found that Jesus bad power 
on earth to forgive sins. He was filled with the 
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love of God, and added to our number, and join- 
ed usin praying and exhorting the others. One 
of the sailors about the same time was brought 
under deep conviction, and was soon filled with 
the love of God. He likewise adied to our 
number. Before we arrived at Amsterdam, 
nearly the whole crew were under deep con- 
victions, crying to the Lord for mercy. We 
found God was blessing our labors, and Jesus 
was precious to our souls. We arrive:! at Aim- 
sterdam, on the 29th June; many rejoicing in 
God, and nearly all the others under serious 
and deep impressions. The 4th of July, while 

crews were ashore, celebrating the day 
in drunkenness and rioting, our crew was on 
board praising God ; and a glorious day it was ; 
no drinking or blaspheming there, but all wax 





love and contentment. 

“We left Amsterdam on the 14th Jnly, an} 
a glorious time we had homeward bound. Alt! 
on board, with the exception of the 2d mate. 
and two men, found Jesus precious 10 their | 
souls, One man got his soul converted on the | 
main-top-gallant-yard. We returned to New- 
York on the 30th August, with nine praying | 
souls out of twelve ; many of whom when they | 
left New-York, instead of praying to God for 
forgiveness of their sins, were calling on hii 
to damn their souls. I never in all my life be- 
fore, experienced such a happy voyage; all 
was love and contentinent—all ship duty done 
faithfully, and with much activity. It appear- 
ed as though Jesus was continually with us in 
our meetings. I do not believe that I was ev- 
er more interested in any meetings than in 
those we had on board of our vessel. We 
were almost a little heaven on the water. Sev- 
eral of those that got religion had neglected 
their parents and friends for a long time, but 
now felt very anxious to return to them ; and I 
believe they did return, like the prodigal son to 
his father’s house.” 

At the close of the meeting a collection was 
taken up, amounting to upwards of $220.

im reviewing the history of your society, the 
last two years. It was among you that sprung 
the idea, (I mean after it came from heaven,) 
that a nation could in two years be furnish- 
ed with the oracles of God. The first propo- 
sal of such an undertaking to the public called 
forth the cry of “extravagance” from many; 
and, fora moment, shook the faith of those 
most conspicuous for benevolent enterprize.

tion, and soon awakened in multitudes first the 
desire, and then the prayer, that the great 
work contemplated might be solemnly underta- 
ken. 

Time and the unfolding of Providence have 
shown to all, who ever entertained doubts, the 
wisdom of this enterprise. It has added a 
thousand new wheels, and a vastly augmented 
power, to the moral machinery of the age. It 
has set those who before had the Bible, toa 
more thoreugh reading and hearing of it. It 
has sent thousands of benevolent males and fe- 
males into the abodes of wretchedness, carry- 
ing with them the word of God, and telling 
those visited, of its sacred character. It has 
can-ed a great increase ef Auxiliary Assoc) 
tions through which the waters of life may 
nually flow to our remote settlements ; it bi 
aroused to new energy the Auxiliaries of the 
older states; it has given rise tu the resolution 
to establish Sunday schools throagh the great 
western valley 3 in short it has done yoo to all 
classes of our own countrymen, and has done 
net a litle, to quicken the pulse of charity on 
the other side of the Atlantic, 

Aud now, who feels the poorer for all that 
has been done? Who regrets the sacritice he 
has made? Does the individual whose dollar 
has caused the light of God’s word to shine up- 
on the path of some benighted watlerer ? 
Does the donor of thirty dollars, who has thus 
put sixty Bibles into as many destitute house- 
holds, wish that his money-had been spent for 
some other object? Does your society which 
has been instrumental in circulating 10,000 cop- 
ies of the word of life wish that it had done less, 
or that it had never started this herculean un- 
dertaking? IT trust not. It is the last act of 
which they will ever be dissatisfied. [ cannot 
but think they will yet see clearly, in their ewn 
experience, that he who watereth others, shall 
himself be watered. May the great head of 
the church shower down blessings with a liber- 
al hand on the good people of Washington 
county, and reward them for all their labors of 
love, and for their high example of faith and 
christian resolution. You express a desire that 
the whole country may be reported as supplied 
by next May. We ardently desire the same 
thing, and have hopes that all our desires may 
be substantially realized. Funds however 
have been kept back so long ap aneey Auxilin- 
ries, and the past winter has been one of such: 
uncommon severity, that I fear we shall not 
hear of the supply of every part of every state. 
The .work however will be so nearly accom- 
plished, that by taking one year more, it may 
be carried into a thorough and triumphant 
completion. The great object, therefore, which 
has been aimed at, will be fully accomplished, 
though the time for doing it may be extended a 
few months. We shall still endeavor to bring 
the work to a close, if possible, by May, and 
pooper to supply our Suuaday schools with 

estaments, @ reece, Ceylon, Burmah and 
the Isles of the Pacific with the same celestial 
treasures. Praying that the Divine blessing

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MEETING OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


From an account of the opening, and first 
proceedings of the General Assembly at Phila- 
delphia, communicated to the N. Y. Obs., we 
extract the following cheering paragraph re- 
specting the revivals of religion, reported at the 
meeting. 


To day we have had a sacred enjoyment in 
listening to the Reports of the Presbyteries on 
the state of religion. The whole day was spent 
in this delightful work. There are 101 Presbyte- 
ries, the most of which—probably near 80— 
were represented. I cannot pretend to give 
you a minute account of these reports. I will 
only give you a very condensed summary. 

Nearly three hundred congregations of the 
Presbyterian church were reported as having 
been visited with revivals of greater or less ex- 
tent; whilst it was reported that in many oth- 
ers, the state of things is highly encouraging. 
Oh, what blessed intelligence! The report 
from the Association of Connecticut, read by 
the Rev. Mr. Bacon; the Reports from the 
General Associations of Vermont and New- 
Hampshire, the Consociation of Rhode-Island, 
and the General Conference of Maine, were 
most interesting. In Connecticut more than 
50 congregations, of our Congregational breth- 
ren alone, have enjoyed precious seasons of re- 
freshing from the presence of the Lord ; in 
New-Hampshire, in 10 towns, or townships, as 
we say, there have been revivals; in Vermont 
there are 10 congregations which enjoy revi- 
vals within 30 miles of Middlebnry; in Rhode- 
Island several churches have been visited ; and 
in Maine, God has gloriously displayed his 
power to save. In 30 towns there have been 
revivals, and many hundreds have been gath- 
ered into the kingdom of Christ. If possible, I 
will send you a copy of the report of Mr. Thurs- 
ton, the interesting and excellent delegate from 
that state. His amiable spirit and his devoted 
and lumble piety, make bim an admirable ex- 
emplar Of what all ministers ought to be in ec- 
clesiastical meetings. I will also send you a 
copy of the Report read by Mr. Bacon, if I can 
procure one. About 120 students have been, 
in the judgment of christian charity, converted 
at Yale, 30 at Williamstown, at Amherst, 
= at Middlebury, and 20 at Bowdoin Col- 

eges. 

Aknost every report stated that the Temper- 
ance cause is making delightful progress. 
Facts of great interest were, in some cases, 
mentioned, And never did I hear such deci- 
ded testimony to the value of Sabbath schools 
as was presented in these reports. lt would 
be no exaggeration to say that in all probabili- 
ty several thousand teachers and scholars were 
converted during the last year! Many revivals 
commenced in Sabbath schools, wherever a re- 
vival occurred, the Sabbath school and Bible 
class shared largely in the blessing. The cause 
of Tract, and Bible, and all other benevolent 
societies is making glorious progress. But 1 
cannot go into a minute detail of these wonder- 
ful facts.

PRAYER IS REQUESTED FOR OHIO. 


At the close of a long prayer in a time of severe 
drought the good minister said; there, I forgot to 
pray for rain—well we can’t think of all our wants 
at once, we musi pray oflen. We think the modere 
practice of diretcing our prayers to one object ata 
time, is an important improvement. Our views are 
so limited, and our faith so weak, that when our 
prayers embrace every thing we want, we dont ex- 
pect to be heard and answered. When the prayers 
of Christians were requested for our Colleges, they 
had the lemerily to think that God was able to do this 
for them, and the blessing came. They have since 
singled out respectively several of our large cities, 
and God has poured out his Spirit upon them. The 
following request is now made in the Cincinnati 
Journal 


Do we not need a Revivalin Ohio? 


This is a day of Revivals. At the present 
time an unusual attention to religion prevails 
in all the Atlantic, most of the middle, and 
some of the southern states. One paper which 
we receive, mentions 168 places where revivals 
are now in powerful progress. Boston, New- 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Portland,Charles- 
ton, S. C., Hartford, New-Haven, Troy, and 
other cities are witnessing the wonderful dis- 
plays of God’s power to save. 

But when we turn our attention to the Valley 
of the Mississippi, the prospect is sad and 
gloomy. Except ina few favored places the 
Spirit’s influences are in a great measure with- 
drawn. 

Do we not need a revival? We ask the at- 
tention of Christians to a few facts. 

This city contains a population of nearly 30,- 
000 inhabitants. Allowing them to be as reli- 
gious as any eqdal number of persons in our 
land, we cannot suppose there are more than 
4 or 5,000 hopefully pious among all this multi- 
tude. Ihteinperance, profaneness, Sabbath 
breaking, and other kindred vices, we presume, 
are as prevalent here as in other parts of our 
land. It is computed that every twenty-five 
persons in this city — a grog-shop. And 
yet we have no revival in Cincinnati. 

It is computed that the State of Ohio contains 
nearly 1,000,000 inhabitants, and yet with the 
exception of a few places, there are no reviv- 
als in Ohio. ; 

Pittsburgh contains a population of 9 or 10,- 
000 inhabitants, and still there is no revival in 
Pittsburgh. 

Louisville contains an equal number of in- 
habitants—still there is no revival in Louisville. 

St. Louis numbers 10 or 12,000 inhabitants, 
and still no revival. 

Natchez contains a large population, but no 
revival. 

New-Orleans 50,000 inhabitants—with only 
one or two feeble evangelical churches—and 
yet no revival there. 

The population of the Valley of the Missis- 
sippi amounts to 4,000,000. At the highest es- 
timate, we cannot conclude that more than 
500,000 of these are hopefully pious. In all 
parts of this great Valley a spiritual deadness 
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seems to pervade the body of ev. lical 
— great body ange: 

Unhappy divisions exist among some—and 
the strength and energy of others are in a good 
degree called off, and wasted in controversy 
and contention. 

Do not these facts conclusively show that we 
need a revival? Will not Christians take these 
facts with them into their closets and pray over 
them? and in view of them, resolvé to devote 
themselves anew to the service of their Re- 
deemer? Will not Christians in other parts of 
our land remember the Valley of the Mississip- 
pi in their prayers? 

This country is one day to control the desti- 
nies of our nation. Here the experiment is to 
be tried, whether virtue or vice is to have the 
ascendancy, 

Brethren, let us lay these things to heart.— 
Let us feel more for the interests of the undy- 
ing millions around us. Let us resolve that we 
will turn unto the Lord with weeping, and with 
fasting, and with brokenness of heart.

REVIVALS IN NEW-HAVEN AND VICINITY, 


The revival in this city is not progressing we be- 
lieve, as powerful as it has been, ‘There has been a 
recess in College for the last four weeks and all our 
active ministers but one, have been more or less ab- 
sent for some time past. Yet the Holy Spirit we 
trust is not wholly withdrawn. The morning pray- 
er meetings are kept up in the different places, with 
considerable interest, and some few appear to mani- 
fest the holy resolution that strengthened Jacob, when 
he wrestled with the angel of the Covenant. A 
goodly number attend the anxious meetings, and 
some of our young converts are coming up to the 
help of the Lord. About 200 are propounded for 
admission to the Congregational Churches on the ap- 
proachiag Sabbath. Our ministers have all returned 
totheir labors. The College has conyened again 
the present week, and we hope the Lord will revive 
us again, and pour ys out a blessing till there shal) 
not be room to receive it, or sinners to be conyerted. 

There were 131 admitted to a small Congregation- 
al Church in North-Haven, on the last Sabbath, This 
was a scene of solemn interest never before witness- 
ed in that place, (the field cultivated many years by 
the venerable Dr. Trumbull.) The house was filled 
in every part. Those added to the church, were 
mostly between 16 and 40 years of age, There are 
probably fifty or sixty ore who are considered as 
trophies of this work of grace that will ere long fol- 
low their example. P 

Afour days’ meeting was held in North Milford, 
the last week and closed on the Sabbath, which was 
the fifth day. A revival has followed, or rather ac- 
companied the means, A number were converted 
during the meeting and they have now, as a member 
of the Church remarked, a glorious work, such a 
time as they never saw before. 

Thirty are propounded for admission to the church 
in Derby, and 40 or 50 more are subjects of the re- 
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vival, The revival in Milford,-we understand is ma- 
king considerable progress, and also in West-Haven, 
Fair-Haven, East-Haven, Branford, and North-Bran- 
ford. 


JEREMIAH EVARTS, ESQ. 
We have before noticed the death of this excellent 
man. The following particulars of his last hours are 
copied from the Charleston Observer. 


Mr. Evarts arrived in this city on Tuesday the 3d - 


of May, in one of the steam-boats from Savannah, 
and was cordially welcomed at the house of the Rev. 
Dr. Palmer. He appeared very much exhausted, 
and retired immediately to rest. Medical attend- 
ance was soon procured; byt nothing could be 
done in his case, except to mitigate the violence 
of his disease. On Wednesday night his rest was 
composed; but on Thursday, his debility increased 
and became alarming, and on Friday, as there was 
no improvement, another physician was called in for 
consultation. That day had been set apart by the 
Cireular Church for fasting, humiliation and prayer, 
in view of an approaching Sacramental Sabbath. 
Immediately after morning service, at the request of 
Mr. E. several Ministers met in his chamber, when, 
though exceedingly weak and prostrate, be addressed 
them,—and remarked that he knew his case to be ex- 
tremely critical—that he found it pleasant to be in the 
hands of God, who would do all things well—that 
he had no painful solicitude as to the result of his 
sickness, but thought it his duty to use every means 
for his recovery. He then requested an interest in 
their special prayers: Ist, That if consistent with 
God's will, he might recover. 2dly, That he might 
have a sweet sense of pardoned sin and an unshaken 
confidence in the Saviour. 3dly. That if God should 
spare his life, he might be wholly and enlirely the 
Lord’s—consecrated to his service—and 4thly. That 
if it should please God to remove him by this sick- 
ness, he might be able to glorify him on a bed of lan- 
guishing and pain, and that His precious cause might 
be promoted by his death. He then expressed a 
firm and abiding hope in the Lord Jesus, and seem- 
ed like a little child, sweetly reclining on the arm of 
its faithful protector. By this effort he was so much 
exhausted, that at his request, the Ministers retired 
to a separate apartment for special prayer. An an- 
odyne was administered, and he spent a comfortable 
night. 

Saturday, there was no material change in his 
symptoms, Still, however, he was more feeble, and 
his pains returned with violence. Saturday evening, 
he remarked, “to-morrow is the rest of the Holy 
Sabbath. I may be in eternity before it arrives. My 
mind is so weak, I cannot pursue a train of thought, 
but I bless God it is tranquil. Not my will, but thine 
O God be done.” To one who remarked, we hardly 
know how to spare you from the Missionary cause; 
he said, ‘‘ don’t mention it—the Lord knows best.” 
After taking a little gruel, he said, “1 shall require 
but little more nourishment in this world. My work 
is almost done—Jesus reigns—blessed be he---] wish 
to lie as a penitent sinner at the foot of the cross.” 
About nine o’clock he breathed out a short but com- 
prehensive prayer in interrupted and broken peti- 
tions, making, at its close, a full and entire surrender 
of body and soul into the Redeemer’s hands, and 
said, ‘‘ O dear Saviour, if this is the last night I have 
to pray on earth, let my unworthy prayer be ex- 
changed for praise in thy kingdom above, Amen, 
Amen.” Speaking of his family he said, ‘I pity 
them, but God is a faithful God, he will take care of 
them—He will take care of them, that is enough.” 
On being asked if he had any particular owe to 
send them, he said, “Give thes my love, my dy 
love—The Lord reigns.” Avodyne was 
ministered, and his rest was composed, 
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In the morning his appearance was tly chan 
ed, and during the day he was gradually ‘igkiog, 
yet he conversed considerable. To a young profes- 
sor of religion who was in attendance, he said, “You 
haye professed God while young; so did |. | re- 
joice in it. All I have to say to you is, endeavor to 
aim at great attainments. The present age demands 

eat things of Christians. Be not satisfied with be- 
og half a Christian. Be entirely consecrated to his 
service. There are some things I could do if Provi- 
dence wills that I get better, but I have no will of 
my own. I can rejoice that I am in the hands of the 
Lord. My mind is perfectly clear.” ‘To several 
young Christians he said, “1 feel a great interest in 
young Christians. I want to exhort you to help each 
ether. Live near to God. Be bold in his servicé. 
It is the only thing worth being bold in. Do not be 
afraid. The Lord be with you.” He then laid his 
head back upon the pillow, and gave them his hand. 
At 6 ia the evening, was free from pain, conversed 
with bis ourse. He then called for his Testament, 
selected the 13th chapter of the 1st Corinthians, and 
requested a friend to read it, after which he spent 
some time in sileot meditation. Dr. Leland came 
in, and Mr. E. conversed with him with great inter- 
est, and in the course of his remarks observed, “I 
have given myself all away.” This is the land of 
Beulah, said Dr. L. is it not? ‘“ I think it would be,” 
he replied, “if I had strength to contemplate it. 1 
connot converse much, but although I feel for my 
family, | am willing to go. 1 have committed them 
all to God, He has been good to them.” He spoke 
with strong feeling of his son John, said, “ he rejoic- 
ed that he had come out boldly and decidedly for the 
Lord.” 
The next morning the 10th, his symptoms of ap- 
roaching dissolution appeared to increase. Dr. 
Palmer asked him if he felt that he was near home ; 
“ Yes, yes,” was his reply. Is your mind comforta- 
ble? e bowed assent. After a little while, he re- 
quested some nourishment—then called the family 
together, mentioning M— in particular, who had 
been sick the night before, and asked of a female 
friend, how long she thought he had tolive. She re- 
plied that the question could not be determined ; but 
that death apppeared to be near. He said in reply, 
“ the will of the Lord be done. Attend now to what 
I say, as to the words of a dying man. To my dear- 
ly beloved wife, to my beloved daughter Mary, to 
my beloved son-in-law Green, to my beloved daugh- 
ter Martha, to my beloved son John, to my beloved 
son William, to my beloved sister Washburn, to my 
beloved brother in Vermont, to my other beloved sis- 
ter in Vermont, to all my relations and friends, 
ce, mercy and peace, in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
Cotes alone they and I can hope to be saved; 
end I wish, in these dying words, to recognize the 
great Redeemer as the Saviour from sip and hell ; 
able and willing to save all that come unto God by 
him. To him I commend my spirit, as to an all suf- 
ficient Saviour. He is the great champion and con- 
querer of death and hell. And I recognize the 
Great Spirit of God, as the renovator of God's elect, 
and herein, if | gather strength, I wish to recognize 
and acknowledge the Church of God, containing all 
who have truly dedicated themselves to him, in a 
new and everlasting covenant; and here permit me 
a poor unworthy worm of the dust, to give thanks to 
many of the children of God from whom I have re- 
ceived confidence, kindness and favor. as a disciple 
of the Lord Jesus Christ ;---And one more duty ;--- 
Brother P. if ia any respect I have offended the chil- 
dren of God, I ask their forgiveness. If [ have grie- 
ved them by impatience, or in any other way, I ask 
their forgiveness. And what shall | say now? If 
you think of any thing tell me. Have I spoken in- 
telligibly 1 Giving his hand to Mrs. Wright of the 
Choctaw Mission, who was present, he said, “ sister 
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Harriet, have I spoken intelligibly ? If I have not, I 
am ready to give any explanation.” Being then ex- 
hausted, he said, “ if the Lord give me more strength 
I will speak again.” 

About two hours after the Rev. Mr. Osborn asked 
him if he recognized him. “1 think | do,-—brother 
Osborn.” Mr. O. asked, is your mind in a happy 
state? With great emphasis, he replied, “ it is.” Is 
Christ precious to you? “ He is.” He does not fail 
you? “He does not fail me.” Jesus can make a 
dying bed feel, &c.---Do you realize this to be true? 
“Yes, yes.” Have you any thing to say to the mis- 
sionaries---any message? He said “O ves, O yes; 
but I am afraid | shall make distinctions---don’t let 
me make distinctions.” No, was the reply---all Mis- 
sionaries. Does not the Missionary cause appear 
more precious and important than ever? After a 
considerable pause, and much expression of counte- 
nance, and emphasis of , he said, “ You have 
called’ me back to the world.” With the view of 
again fixing his thoughts on heaven, Mr. O. said, you 
can say “ for me todie is gain.” “ Yes, yes.” That 
subject suits you better, does it? “O yes, O yes.” 
Can you realize the following words: 

“The world recedes, it disappears, 
“Heaven opens to my view.” 
“Not strongly,” but heavenly things are in your 
mind! ‘‘ Yes" but added he, with characteristic en- 
ergy and force, “‘ Look here, see here; if | am re- 
quired to give intelligible answers, I must be prepar- 
ed; I am in great pain.” 

_About one in the afternoon, a female friend said to 
him, if you feel Jesus near in this trying moment, 
raise your hand—and he raised it; do you know me? 
Yes, and then called her by name. ‘What o'clock is 
it?” Itisone. ‘ One o'clock on Tuesday,” he re- 
plied. After this be requested to be alone. He 
had seasons of pain, and very laborious breathing— 
was restless and required to be moved frequently. 
About 9 o'clock in the evening, expectiog that his 
time was come, he requested to be laid in a position 
suitable for that occasion. But in about a quarter 
of an hour he had a short return of violent pain, and 
when nearly exhausted, he said, “ dear, dear, dear” 
—a friend said Jesus—“ Yes, yes, dear Jesus.” I¢ 
was added—while on his breast | lean my bead, and 
breathe my life out sweetly there. When he burst 
forth with expressions of rapture which cannot be 
described—* Praise him, praise him, praise him in a 
way which you know not of.” It was said, you will 
soon see Jesus, as he is, and you will then know how to 
praise him. “Wonderful, wonderful, wonderful glory. 
We cannot understand—we cannot comprehend— 
wonderful glory, | wil! praise him, | will praise him. 
Who are in the room?” Dr. and Mrs, P. and a 
Christian brother. ‘ Call all in—call all—let a 
great many come—I wish to give directions—-won- 
derful—glory---Jesus reigns All the members of 
the family were called, but before they could be as- 
sembled, he sank down exhausted, and scarcely 
spoke again. He continued to breathe free from any 
further paroxysm of pain, until a quarter before elev- 
en o'clock, when he fell asleep in Jesus. s 
Such is av important sketch of an eminent servant 
of Christ as he approached the gate of death. He 
referred every thing to the will of heaven, dnd as he 
bade adieu to this world of trial and of sin, he 
ed upon the arm of a covenant keeping God with a 
hope full of immortality. 

The body of Mr. E. at his request, was examined 
by his attending physicians, and the result proved 
that his disease was a chronic pulmonary consump- 
tion. All the viscera, except the lungs were perfect. 
The lungs were almost decayed. 

His funeral service was attended the af- 
ternoon, and addresses were delivered byDrs. Palmer 
and McDowell. His remains are sept tq his family.

AMERICAN SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION. 


The seventh anniversary of this excellent institu- 
tution was held in Philadelphia, on the 24th ult. The 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Charch com- 
menced its sessions the week preceding, and the an- 
niversary was rendered interesting by the presence 
of an unusual number of ministers of the Gospel, as 
also by the increasing popular interest in the institu- 
tion. We notice also another feature of this meet- 
ing which, though nota new one, strikes the eye 
more gratefully than almost any other; the partici- 
pation of clergymen of various denominations of 
Christians in the exercises. 

The services were opened by prayer, from the 
Rev. Mr. Perry, of the Baplist Church Philadelphia ; 
after which a hymn was sung by a choir of Sunday 
School children. The various resolutions were offer- 
ed, seconded and supported in addresses, by the Rev. 
Dr. Livingston, of the Reformed Dutch Church, 
Philadelphia ; Judge Darling of Pa.; Dr. Reese, of 
New-York; and Rev. Mr. Cookman, of Philadelphia, 

th of the Mthodist Church ; Mr Lewis Tappan, of 
othe Rev. Mr. Ridgley, of the Episcopal 
Church, Bristol Pa; Rev. Mr. Sanford, of the Pres- 
bylerian Church, and Rev. Wm. C. Ashton, of the 
Baptist Church, Philadelphia. 

We perceive in one of the resolutions, that the Un- 
ion have taken pains to give this sentiment of Chris- 
tian ‘concert, a still more liberal form. 

Resolved, Vat while it is still the object and desire 
of the American Sunday School Union to concentrate 
the efforts of the friends of Sunday Schools, in sup- 
port of the broad and Catholic principles which gov. 
ern our plans and proceedings, we look with the 
most friendly feelings on the exertions and success of 
those who are prosecuting the same benevolent en 
terprise under whatever name or connexion of evan- 
gelical Christians. 

We collect the following statement from the ac- 
fount of the meeting given in the Sunday School 
Journal. . 

Receipts and Expenditures. 

From the report of the annual receipts and ex- 
penditures, it appears that the amount of expendi- 
tures during the year endiog March 1, 1831, have 
been $77,454 86. 

The amount of receipts within the same period, in- 
cluding the balance off hand at the commencement

Amount paid during the last year ‘for salaries and 
exp of M ries toestablish Sunday Schools 
east of the Alleghany, exceeds the amount of dona- 
tions to that object in the sum of $713 59. 

The society owns no property of any kind, except 
its stock of books and stereotype plateg, and the 
building it occupies, on which is @ mortgage 
amounting to $20,022.. Nor has it any other 
source of income except the profits of its business, 
(which for the year ending March 1, 1831, amount- 
ed to $548 83, and the voluntary contributions of 
its friends; on the contrary, besides its business 
debts and mortgage, it owes $36,150 borrowed mon- 
ey, on which it pays interest. 

The report states, that notwithstanding the indif- 
ference of our auxiliaries, respecting their duty, and 
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though many more schools are known to exist within 
the bounds of some of them, than they report, it still 
appears that during the last year our schools have in- 
creased from 6,654 to 7.244; our teachers from 61, 
372 to 64,315; and our pupils from 411,000 to 461,- 
075; showing an increase during the year of 590 
schools, 2,843 teachers, 40,066 scholars. The num- 
ber in the United States who are enrolled as mem- 
bers of a Sunday School may be safely estimated at 
upwards of 600,000. In Great Britain the number 
is 1 019,693. 

The Valley.—The enterprise of the Valley of the 
Mississippi vext claims attention. The proposition 
mate by the society, a year since, to establish a 
Sunday-school wherever it is practicable, throughout 
the Valley of the Mississippi, has been as is well 
known, most liberally sustained by the friends of the 
measure. Wherever it has been presented, it has 
excited deep interest, and received the most cor- 
dial support. It is not possible, however, at this 
stage of proceedings, to furnish any accurate de- 
tails of success. Several weeks elapsed before 
any system of measures cou'd be matured. The 
vast ettent of territory to be explored,—the indefi- 
nite information they possessed respecting the kind 
of labor most desirable, the number and character 
of agencies to be employed, and the relative impor- 
tance of times and places of effort, combined to oc- 
casion much perplexity. Nothing of consequence 
was done till July, An early and unusually severe 
winter retarded, and, in a great measure, suspended 
the prosecution of the work for several months.— 
Some time has been required to resume the course of 
labor, and our latest intelligence only respects the 
incipient proceedings of the opening season. A few 
months of such disadvantageous labor can Hardly 
be expected to furnish ground for an estimate of the 
extent or value of our achievements. The past may 
he denominated the exploring year; the present, we 
trust in God, will be the accomplishing year.

Showing that the Society has been obliged to ad- 
vance $14.518 96 in the prosecution of the enter- 
prise, over and above all that has been received for 
that object. For the reimbursement of much of this 
we can only rely on pledges not yet redeemed, and 
a considerable part of which may be considered of 
uncertain value. 

Present indications are very favorable to the seas- 
onable accomplishment of the Society’s undertaking ; 
and in many parts of the western world, there has 
been a most remarkable preparation in the public 
mind for the establishment of schools as soon as they 
were proposed. 

It appears that at least 2,000 conversions (in the 
judgment of men) have taken place in our Sunday 
Schools during the year. 

A Cueroxee LicentiatTe.—At a late meet- 
ing of the Prysbytery of North Alabama, Mr. 
John Huss, a native Cherokee Indian was li- 
cenced to preach the gosspel. He is said to be 


a map gifted with high natural endowments ; of 
ardent piety ; of the most conscientious deport- 





ment; who has enjoyed the confidence of his 
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brethren, and labored with them for some time 
past with great success. He knows very little 
of English ; so that his examination and licen- 
sing were conducted throngh an interpreter. 
After his licensure, the licentiate, the interpreter, 
and the Rev, Wm. Chamberlain, a missionary, 
united in singing a hymn in the Cherokee 
language.—Philadelphian. 


THE POPE IN JEOPARDY. 


Tne following extract is from the letter of an 
American gentleman in Rome, published in the New- 
York Journal of Commerce. His Holiness appears 
to have fallen upon critical times, at his outset in the 
Papal office. We fear that his troubles will meet 
with little Christian eommiseration. There seems at 
the present age of the world to be rather a d'sposi- 
tion to laugh when his fear cometh: especially where 
it takes such a ridiculous shape as in the present in- 
stance. We may judge at such a time what kingdom 
he is of, this spiritual head of the infallible Church, 
by looking at the means which he uses to keep togeth- 
er his flock and renew his hold on the hearts of his 
good and pious followers, viz. “arms, knives, and 
other implements of death.” These would hardly be 
considered as orlhodoz means to hold a church to- 
gether among us New-England herctics,

the worshipper, who kisses it, after which the priest 
places it round his neck, uttering some inaudible 
words. This ceremony calls together a vast number 
of the devout, both of the highest as well as the low- 
er orders, who all go through this ceremony. 

There is a part of Rome, beyond the Isle of Tiber, 
and on the opposite side of the river to the principal 
part of the city, called Trastivere ; inhabited by de- 
scendants of the ancient Romans.

were also distributed among them. They are a des- 
perate race. Taking advantage of the Pope’s favors, 
they undertook to draw him through the streets, a 
few days since, while he was on his way to visit St. 
Peter's chain. He was very much frightened, and 
hundreds violated his usual sanctity by kissing bim- 
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above the toe, however~and be was obliged to re- 
turn. His proclamation since, is a curious document, 
acknowledging the honor, but begging they will not 
repeat it. 

It is well understood here, that a steam-boat and 
all the necessary preparations are made for the de- 
parture of the Pope and the Cardinals, on the first 
approach of an army, which they are evidently ex- 
pecting. 

The government must go down soon for want of 
money at least. The Pope has begun apon the Con- 
vents, and from the General of the Jesuits he got 
$180,000. The bankers and nobles most devoted, 
have refused to loan him without real security. The 
Pope proposed some days since to relinquish his tem- 
poral power, but the Cardinals would not consent to 
this. Since that, he has threatened to excommuni- 
cate the people of the revolted towns, if they don’t 
return to his paternal embraces) Excommunication 
is not so powerfal a weapon as it was fifty years 
since; and will not serve to subdue the experienced 
Generals of Napolcou, who are said to be at the head 
of the new armies.

SCHOOLS IN SMYRNA. 


Extract from a letter dated Smyrna, Jan 19th, 
1831. 


Tie Greek community in Smyrna are fast 
rising to the standing which they had before 
the a tg Their increasing intelligence 
amd wealth, will, it is to be hoped, lead the 
Frank merchants to regard them with respect. 
The affairs of Turkey and of the great body of 
ihe Greeks who are left under her government, 
are fast assuming a state of quiet, aud, as I 
trust, of gradual improvement. 

If the independent Greeks experience some 
temporary check in their onwaid progress, it 
is more than counterbalanced by the impulse 
which is likely to be given to the prosperity of 
these in the Turkish Evpire. [tis traly grat- 
ifying to witness the spirit which is manifested 
on the subject of schools. A boy witha slate 
slung over his shoulder, and a girl with a book 
under her arm, are now among the most com- 
mon sights in the streets of Smyrna, The 
shops also, in their array of slates, present 
quite a new article of traffic. Schools are get- 
ting up in the interior, and only want a little 
fostering aid in the outset,—which your great 
commercial city might easily render, and re- 
ceive back interest in return from the increased 
demand for foreign articles which civilization 
produces. 

TEMPERANCE AT SAVANNAIH. 

The Rev. A. Foster writes from Pendleton, 
S. C. to the editor of the Home Missionary, as 
follows: 

In October, I was invited thirty miles down 
the Savannah, to form a temperance society. 
I found a company collected in front of a store 
where spirits were retailed. Boards were 
thrown down for seats, and a hogshead lately 

I mount- 
ed the head of it. A Bible was presented: I 
told them, that I was going to show them the 
advantages of temperance, and the evils of in- 
temperance in this world, and my address, there- 
fore, belonged to the man who doubted of im- 
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mortality, and the truth of the sacred volume. 
as well as to him who believed both, so that I 
would, for once, reason of temperance, with- 
out using the Bible or its authority. The rain 
was falling moderately upon us. But men and 
women kept their seats in solemn stillness. At 
the close of the address, a constitution, on the 
principles of entire abstinence, was presented, 
and fifty signed it. I have since been informed 
that it increased to sixty-five at the next meet- 
ing, and that it was working a reformation in 
the neighborhood. 


CONNECTICUT STATE TEMPERANCE SO- 
CIETY. 

The State Temperance Society, has just published 
its reports for the year past, and an abstract of some 
of the good things it has accomplished for the cause 
of sobriety, purity, and peace within our borders. 


The annual meeting was held on the 18th ult., at- 


Hartford, at which the Rev. Mr. Hewitt, delivered a 
very powerful and solemn discourse on the subject of 
making the temperance pledge a condition of Church- 
membership. His text was from ] Tim. 22. “ Neith- 
er be partakers of other men’s sins.” “ I was much 
impressed” remarks a writer in the Connecticut Ob- 
eerver, “‘ with the point to which he brought us, viz : 
That the Churches of Christ in admitting distillers, 
venders and ¢ rs to their communion, must in 
future, to be consistent, publicly proclaim, ‘ We ad- 
mit A. B. to this Church, believing him to be a saint, 
a manof God, who iatends to believe in all things to 
the glory of God, excepting inthe matter of his distille- 
ry or dram shop or use of ardent spirit,—therein he 
is not a saint, he serves not God, but the Devil.’ — 
And I felt persuaded that if all our ministers would 
preach as boldly and faithfully, would state as plain- 
ly the same principles and facts to their churches, 
they would have very little difficulty in bringing 
them all to feel and act right on this subject.”

The Society voted thanks to Daniel Frost, Jr. Esq. 
their agent, for his very efficient and acceptable la- 
bors the past year, and requested a continuance of 
his services for the year ensuing. 


Extracts from the Second Annual Report. 

At the last anniversary, it was resolved in view of 
the wants of the State, to employ for one year an 
activé and efficient agent, who should visit all the 
Temperance associations in the State, attend if pos- 
sible their meetings, and address the inhabitants of 
our towns on the deieterious effects of the use of 
spirituous liquors. The Bociety appointed for 
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this purpose Daniel Frost, Jr. Esq., of Canter- 
bury, a gentleman of the bar, well known to our 
Connecticut readers for his action and zeal in the 
Temperance cause Mr. Frost’s labors, which were 
to depend on the amount contributed to the Treasu- 
ry, have been much more prescribed than could be 
wished, considering the success with which his ef- 
forts have been attended. 


He commenced his operations in Fairfield co., and 
was laboriously employed for two months. In his 
report to the committee he says: “ Although the 
season was emphatically a busy season, yet it was 
perfectly apparent that the time had fully come to 
carry forward the Temperance reform. I visited evy- 
ery town in the county once, and in some instances 
twice, and in doing this, I travelled over 500 miles. 
I attended and addressed 38 temperance meetings, 
organized 14 new societies, now embracing more 
than 1,000 members. There is now a temperance 
society in every town in the county. In these ‘asso- 
ciations are to be fouud men of various political par- 
ties and religious denominations.” 

From Fairfield co., Mr. Frost proceeded to New- 
Haven co., with a view of organizing societies in the 
western part of that county, where the cause had 
made but little progress. He visited and addressed 
the associations in existence, and formed societies at 
Salem Bridge, Middlebury, Great Hill in Derby, 
and at Oxford, when the low state of the society’s 
funds compelled him to relinquish his agency, and 
return to his profession. During the past winter he 
has performed in Windham and Tolland co., about 
two months’ labor in the service of the Society.— 
Four addresses have also been delivered by him else- 
where. One to the New-London co. Temperance so- 
ciety, two to the Middlesex and one to the New-Ha- 
ven. 

The Committee are gratified in hearing expressions 
of approbation of the labors of Mr. Frost wherever 
he has been. His addresses have been sound, novel, 
entertaining, pungent, calculated to send conviction 
into every mind not debased by appetite or blinded 
by mammon. And while the Committee regret that 
he has not been more tantly sustained and ena- 
bled longer to wage war with Intemperance, they be- 
lieve that much good has been done by his agen 
and that his generous supporters will not regret their 
charities. 

The number of temperance associations in Litch- 
field co. is 30, with 4581 members; in Fairfield co. 
24, with 2500 members; in Middlesex co. 20, with 
3700 members; in New-Haven co. 32, with 4210 
members; in Hartford co. 35, with 5030 members ; 
in Windham co. 25, with 3317 members ; in Tolland 
co. 15, with 2695 members; in New-Londan co. 21, 
with 2815,members; making 202 Temperance Soci- 
eties in the State, with 29,748 members—giving an 
increase for the last year of 30 societies and 7216 
members. But like the religion of the Gospel, though 
comparatively few subscribe to it with their hands, 
the temperanee cause exerts upon the mass of so- 
ciety a reforming and ameliorating influence, which 
shews it to be of a kindred spirit, and promises ulti- 
mately a glorious harvest. 

The Committee rejoice that the time has come 
when the connection between abstinence and revivals 
is so apparent, that it will no longer be thought ne- 
cessary to lay by the subject of Temperance in a 
season of revival, lest the Holy Spirit be grieved 
and quenched. They are persuaded that that is the 
time and the best time to press the Temperance cause 
both for the sake of Temperance and the salvation 
of men. And they hope and trust that in the pres- 
ent wonderful revival with which our land is blessed, 
the temperance cause will rise into due estimation ; 
that to every sinner enquiring what must 1 do to be 
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saved, yet habitually using ardent spirit, it be said 
plainly, if you would find the way of salvation cease 
catively from that article ; and to every hopeful con- 
vert thus using it, if you would give satisfactory evi- 
dence that you have broken from the dominion of 
Satan, break eotirely from the use of a drink by 
which Satan destroys the souls of men. 

The would rouse every Temperance so- 
ciety in the State to new and more powerful efforts. 
Pol and sectarian prejudices, so strong a year 
ago, are arene J wearing away. The effect of 
spirituous liquor upon the moral man, the immortal 
soul, is exciting much attention. The community 
are examining the morality of a trafic which results 
in the destruction of soul and body in hell. The 
churches of Christ are enquiring, late indeed ! wheth- 
er they can lon receive distillers, venders, and 
consumers of ardent spirit to their fellowship. loa 
word the community have an ear to hear, and are 
evidently prepared to be told the whole truth on this 
=. subject. ‘‘ The temperance meetings,” 
says Mr. Frost, “ have been much better attended 
this spring than they were last. A much deeper in- 
terest is manifested by the hearers, when the usual 
topics are discussed than formerly. The temperance 
orator is in much less danger of being appalled by 
frigid indifference than he once was. Distillers, 
venders and moderate drinkers begin to think that 
others have right as well as themselves, and that if 
they will continue this drink in society they are re- 
sponsible to God for its tremendous desolations.”— 
Many have long felt, and others are beginning to fear 
that the wo, the sorrow, the wounds, the babblings, 
the man-slaughters and murders of the land, and the 
ruined souls plunging into perdition, will cry against 
them in the ears of the Lord of Hosts. 

REVIVALS. 
REVIVALS IN OTSEGO CO. N. Y. 
Honrtsvitte, May, 2ist. 1831. 
To the Editor of the Religious Intelligencer. 

Dear Sin—The Lord is indeed building up the 
waste places of Zion, and repairing the desolations 
of many generations. The town and even the whole 
county ia which I reside has been in a moral point of 
view like the mountains and hills of Gilboa, on which 
neither rain nor dew descended. But of late the 
cause of temperance has prevailed to a considerable 
extent in this, and all the towns around us. Multi- 
tudes bave thus been rescued from the most dirty, 
loathsome, and abominable of vices which degrade 
the human species, and are now men of business, in 
prosperous circumstances. For this, we are loudly 
called upon to be thankful; but O! what cause of 
gratitude and praise have we, when we realize what 
God hath wrought for the souls of men in thig region. 
Most of our towns have been visited since the first of 
January, by the special influences of the Holy Spir- 
it. Many hundreds have since that time, been trans- 
lated out of the kingdom of darkness, into the king- 
dom of God’s dear Son. The following are among 
the places visited: Harwich, Westford, Wooster, 
New-Lisbon, Milford, Maryland, Cooperstown, Bur- 
lington, Butternuts, &c. In several of these places 
it is believed, that nearly 200 have obtained hope 
since the solemn convocations. In the place last 
mentioned, about 200 obtained hope before the meet- 
ing closed, the particulars will probably be given. 
The Church here is small, consisting of not more 
than 80 members; one half of whom have joined 
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since the revival. Twenty or thirty mote are ex 
pected to unite soon. It is not uncommon for the 
churches in this region to receive from 40 to 60 menr- 
bers in aday. In the towns mentioned and many 
others around us, the work is still going on. The 
work has been great here considering the number of 
inhabitants; but we cannot rest yet, while we be- 
hold multitudes still thronging the broad road to 
death, we have great encouragement to go forward. 
About 20 families have recently erected the family 
altar, some are still anxious. A lady aged 85, walks 
to meeting 2 miles, and for a few weeks has given 
comfortable evidence of having been born of the 
Spirit. Some intemperate men, Sabbath-breakers, 
and open opposers, are among the happy subjects of 
grace. 

All ages and ranks share in the blessings of reviv- 
al; though as in other places, the greatest propor- 
tion are youth. Every week brings accounts of the 
submission of Infidels, and Universalists. Some 
have expressed the deepest anguish, have made the 
most humble confessions) and haye set out to undo, 
as far as possible the work of their whole lives. More 
fervent cries, more earnest Wrestlings at the throne 
of grace in behalf of their hardened and unconvert- 
ed companions | never heard, than were offered by 
these very individuals, within a few moments after 
their conversion. 

Infants also, of only 5 and 6 years of age have 
been the means of breaking down their parents by 
their prayers and intreaties. ‘O God, how wonder- 
ful are thy ways, how marvelous are thy works,’— 
‘ Out of the mouths of babes and sucklings thou hast 
ordained strength.’ 

O, how is my soul cheered and animated to hear 
of the glorious work which the Lord is carrying on 
in New-Haven, and its vicinity. The effect which 
this intelligence produced on my mind, led me to 
think that a brief notice from this region would be 
at least acceptable to the friends of Zion in Conn.— 
It is now about 4 years since [ left that State—dur- 
ing which time I have itinerated a few months, have 
been located about 3 years, have formed two church- 
es, and assisted in building 3 meeting-houses, and 
must say I have been happy in trials and labors, and 
cannot conceive how any young licentiate should re- 
gret leaving his friends, and native State, to enlist 
in this glorious enterprise. Let those who are wil- 
ling to make a little sacrifice for the good of these 
infant Churches, come and help us; the fields are 
white unto the harvest, and the laborers are few.—

Extract of a leter dated Greensburgh, N. Y. May 

25th, 1831. 

The Lord is doing wondrous things in this, and the 
neighboring towns. In the Dutch Reformed Church 
in this place, I am told. that there are about 100 
hopeful converts within the last 4 or 5 weeks. In 
the Presbyterian Congregation there is a great 
excitement, and a number of new conversions and 
a great number has been added to the Methodist So- 


ciety. 
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Ia Lansingburg, N. ¥.—The revival in Lan- 
singburgh commenced in the church under the 
pastoral care of Rev. G. W. M’Cullough, about 
four month’s since. It was noticed in an ageount 
communicated to the Intelligencer in February, 
that 37 persons were then added to the church 
on the profession of their faith. By a letter of 
May 7th. imthe N. Y. Obs. we learn that on the 
Ist Sabbath of May, 42 were added to the 
church on profession, making in all an accession 
of 79 individuals sineg the commencement of 
the year. Of these 79 persons, 35 are heads of 
families. Many of the most respectable and in- 
fluential inhabitants of our village are of this 
number. Indeed the whole moral aspect of 
the village is changed. Several individuals 
‘have abatidyned infidelity or fatal errors, and 
have embraeéd the cracified Redeemer as their 
only hope. 

Ju addition to the number stated above, there 
are about 15 others who cherish the belief that 
they have passed from death @nto life. The 
work has not yet ceases aud we trust will not 
cease: yet it must be atknowledged that com- 
paratively few are at the present time, willing 
to acknowledge much anxiety for their salva- 
tion. Our meetings are well attefided and sol- 
emn. Both our communion seasons were ex- 
ceedingly intervsting and solemn. Upwards of 
30 of the adults added to the church, were bap- 
tized on the occasion. This was a solemn and 
affecting sight. ° 

Large numbers have been added to our sis- 
ter churches of the Methodist and Baptist de- 
uiominations, how many Lam not able to say— 
»robably seventy to each; perhaps more. ‘The 

rd has been merciful to our village.” 





In Clinton, Oneida Co. N. Y.—Extracts of 
‘a letter published in the Western Recorder: 

On the first Sabbath in May, ninety-three 
‘persons were added to Rev. Dr. Norton’s church 
4n Clinton, as fruits of the recent revival; com- 
prising individuals of both sexes, of various 
ages, and conditions in life; twenty-seven of 
whom received the ordinance of baptism. The 
Bcene was interesting to the chikl of God; and 
I have reason to believe that much sweet com- 
munion was held with the Master of the feast, 
by many who partook of the sacred symbols 
of his broken body and shed blood, on that ho- 
ly, joyful day. 

A three days’ meeting commenced on Thars- 
day the 13th January. One or two conversions 
had taken place a few days previous to this, 
but on Thursday and Friday evenings, many 
took the anxious seat, and seemed deeply im- 
pressed with a sense of sin. The exercises 
were, prayer meetings in the morning, with 
sermons and addresses during the day, and in- 

uiry meetings at evening. ‘The nature of sin, 
the way of salvation through Christ, and the 
duty of the sinner to repent immediately, and 
subinit his heart to God, were presented and 
enforced with puugency and wit wer; and 
God truly accompanied his word with his Spir- 
it; for on Saturday, at the close of the exerci- 
ses, such a display of sovereign grace was made 
as was never before witnessed , and seldom 
elsewhere. We were overwhelmed with the 
goodness Of God and the power of his might. 
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fAbvout one hundred and twenty simultaneously 
arose, upou an invitation to do so, desiring to 
be remembered by Christians at the throne of 
divine mercy. Many of these were subjects of 
that distress on uecount of sin, which nothing 
but the arm of the eternal Spirit will induce. 
Oh! it was a time long to be remembered by 
all who witnessed thesolemn spectacle. 

The prominent traits in this revival are—a 
clear couvietion of sin: a simple dependence 
on the sovereign grace of God; with a still, 
solemn and distinet yielding of the heart to 
Jesus. 





Hamppen Sipney Conneés.—You have 
seen accounts of the revivals which are now 
gladdening the hearts of God’s people in this 
region, and which I need not now detail. I 
regretted that it was not in my power to visit 
Prince Edward County, with a view of Seeing 
the Hampden Sidney College and the Union 
Theological Seminary. The College is not in 
a flourishing state, having only about 40 stu- 
dents. About 10 of them, it is believed, have 
been subjects of this good work which is now 
going on in that place, This is matter for 
great thankfulness. May God continue the 
good work, The Seminary contained, during 
the session which has just terminated, 41 stu- 
dents. This itstitution is destined, 1 think, to 
be a greut blessing to the southern country. I 
am convinced that the south must have its own 
literary and theological institutions. It has 
been a matter of grief to the friends of this in- 
faut scliool of the prophets, that the Rev. Dr, 
Rice continues so ill, and that but slight Lopes 
are entertained of hisrecovery. -The great Head 
of the Church will do all things well. The 
Rev. Dr. M’Auley, of Philadelphia, has been re- 
cently appointed a professor in this institution ; 
but it is not known whether he will accept or 
decline the appointment.—Corresp. NV. Y. .

Mr. Herrick’s school has been extensively known 
for more than 20 years, as a place towhich Young La- 
dies resorted to finish their education.
